The New Germanic Confederation. 

The bnef dispatches of the Atlartic 
cable announced to us some time since that 
the South German States—Bavaria, W ur- 
temberg, Baden and Hesse-Darmsteit— 
had joined the North Gérman Confedera- 
tion, and that the unification of Germany 
under Prussian leadership had thus been 
completed. But a closer examination of 
the different treaties which have reached 
us by mail indicates that the newly-formed 
union is by no means as strong and cen- 
tralized a State as the North German Con- 
federation of 1866 has been. Prussia has 
been compelled to aecept terms which cur- 
tail her power considerably, and she had 
to loosen her grip on the minor States 
before the Southern States would consent 
to join the new confederatiou. And not 
only has the central power given more 
treedone of action to the many small States 
which had been its confederates ever since 
the humiliation of Austma, but the new 
allies have besides exacted separate articles 
ot confederation, which are in conflict with 
the general constitution; so that the new 
State is in reality ruled according to seven 
different constitutions. That such an ar- 
rangement must necessarily produce con- 
fusion and weakness is evident. 

In the first place we see the general 
constitution in its new shape, regulating 
the government of the old North German 
Conifederation,to which Hesse and Baden 
have been added. Then there isthe doc- 
umentin which the general changes of 
the second article of the Constitution in 
favor ot Bavaria ure recorded. Separate 
articles of agreement and exceptions in 
favor of Bavaria, W urtemberg, Baden, and 
Hesse, have also been drawn up and form 
so many different constitutions, Lastly, 
the existing custom-house union constitu- 
tion is still in foree in the new coniedera- 
tivn. 

The changes that have taken place io 
the general constituti@ are as (ollows: 

The jurisdiction of the confederation 
bas been extended to prese and associa- 
tion laws; always a highly important ele- 
mentin European legislation. The two 
legislative branches of the old confedera- 
tion, the customes-parliament and the 
customs-—council, cease to exist m their 
present form, and will,in their new shape, 
be called “Reichstag”? and “Allgemeincr 
Bundesrath.” The Reichstag, which takes 
the place of the old parliament, will have 
382 members elected by universal suffrage, 
instead of the 297 members who formerly 
sat in the lower German House. The 
Bundesrath, or Upper House, is increased 
from 42 members to 58, of whom 
Prussia, as before, furnishes only eighteen, 
thus giving more than a two-thirds ma- 
jority to the minor States. The Bundes- 
rath is.invested with full powers to decide 
for or against war, unless an attack has 
been made on the territory of the confed- 
eration or its coasts. Amendments to thé 
constitution of the confederation cannot 
be adopted if more than feurteen votes in 
the Bundesratn are Uppurcd to thom. This 
number was formerly a third, and is now 
a fourth, of the entire vote, so that it re- 
quires a three-fourths majority to adopt an 
amendment. To adopt amendments to 
the constitution which bring about a 
change in the relative position of one State 
to the others, there is now required the 
consent of the State in question. Formerly 
only two States besides Prussia were rep- 
resented in each of ‘the different commit- 
tees of the Bundesrath; now there will be 
four. Bavaria and Wurtemberg will al- 
ways be in the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs. A separate committee on Foreign 
Affairs will be formed, of which Bavaria 
will be chairman, and in which, beside the 
first-named State, Wurtemberg and Sax- 
ony will be represented. Another change 
in the old order ot things is the rule which 
is in force in the Reichstag, as 
well as in the Bundesrath, and which 
determines that a question which, accord- 
ing to the constitution, is not a general 
one, shall be considered by the votes of 
such States only as are affected by it. This 
jatter rule adds a good deal to the impor- 
tance of the separate position of the minor 
States. 

While these are some of the most im- 
portant changes that have been made in 
the general constitution, the treaties which 
have been concluded at Versailles provide 
in favor of all the Southern States the fol- 
lowing privileges and exceptions: 

The right of taxation on beer and spirits re- 
mains with the legislatures of the respectiye 
States.. As an equivalent, the South Ger- 
man States pay in proportion a larger 
amount of other taxes. These States are

The confedera- 
tion has no other jurisdiction io railway 
affairs in than in cases where mil- 
itary requifements authorize if? The com- 
plete military independence of this State 
| in times of peace, is subject to but two re- 
 strictions. Bavaria has to conscript its 
citizens in the same manner and for the 
same length of time as the rest of the 
country, and secondly the very same 
amount that is put aside for army purposes 
in the other States of Germany has to be 
appropriated for the same use in Buvaria.. 

The above shows that the umfication of 
Germany, as it has been achieved so far, is 
only complete in naval matters, representa- 
tion by embassadors and consuls abroad, 
and in the establishment of a supreme 
mercantile court of appeals. The agree- 
ments as to the introduction ofthe laws 
adopted so far by the North German Con- 
tederation into the newly-added Southern 
States, are also various. None of them are 
in force in Bavaria at present, and their in- 
troduction is reserved for the aciion of the 
future Reichstag and Bundesrath. Baden 
adopts all the Jaws with the exception of 
the Jaw on gambling- houses. Wurtemberg 
adopts them likewise with some restric- 
tions. These exceptions which have been 
made by the two last-named States are 
likewise reserved for the action of the two 
legislative branches of the confederate 
government. 

Such is the new!y-reconstructed German 
Empire, and it presents anything but the 
appearance of a strong, consolidated gov- 
ernment. But comparatively insignificant 
as is this step to the complete unification 
ot Germany—and we are convinced that 
the Prussian Government only regards it 
in this light—it eould only be accomphshed 
with the greatest difficulty. The sovereigns 
ot Bavaria and Wurtemberg gave their 
consent to the tew small concessions which 
‘bey made only with the greatest reluc- 
tunce, relusing to negotiate till their al- 
most absolute military independence was 
guaranteed. Only Baden entered willing- 
ly into the new contederation, without re- 
serving military privileges, and the troops 
ot Baden will hencetorth form an integra) 

art of the German Confederate Army, 
vi witho ut a separate admiuistration. 


But the military treaties concluded with 
Wurtenrberg and Bavaria are a sore thorn 
in the side of a United Germany, particu- 
larly the Bavarian treaty. The troops of 


Wurtemberg are to forma separate army 
corps (the 14th) in the German army, and 
are to have separate standards and ban- 
ners, and the brigades, regimenta, etc., are 
to be enumerated as Wurtemberg troops, 
besides bearing the running numbers in the 
army of the confederation. The King ot 
Prussia, as commander-in-chief of all con- 
tederate forces, will assume command over 
the Wurtemberg troops on a certain day, 
ard they will swear the oath of allegiance to 
him as such, but the King of Wurtemberg 
peservyes the right to appoint all his ot. 
ficers, although the commander-in-chief 
ot his-forees must be selected with the 
copsent of the King of Prussia. The 
troops of Wurtemberg can not, im times 
of peace, be ordered out of that State 
without the consent ofits King. No fort- 
resees can be built in Wurtemberg without 
the consent of hcr King. In umes of war 
all these reatrictions, however, are very 
mueh modified. 

Bavaria’s army, as we have stated above, 
is almost entirely independent of the rest 
of the coniederation, and only in times of 
war becomes an active part of the conted- 
erate army. 

This state of affairs is by no means sat- 
isfactory to Bismarck and his party, and 
his organs inveigh bitterly against ihe 
want of patriotism displayed by the soy- 
ereigns of the two last-named States. The 
Minister would gladly see their sovereigns 
reduced to the rank of utter dum- 
mies, and will strive to attain his object 
at the next opportunity that offers at any 
cost, 

The Codfish War, 

Much bas been said of the address of 
CHARLES F'RANCIS ADAMS the other night 
to the New York Historical Society, and 
it was really a good review of our English 
relations. But fancy instinctively turns 
back to amore imposing presentment of the 
question; for it is not unknown to fame that 
the celebrated military chieftain, Genera] 
BuT_er, has also made a speech, in 
which he proposes to smite the British 
Lion. Let us leave Mr. ADAms and inter- 
national law and turn back a pace to what 
the current number of the Saturday Re- 
view denounces as “the most insolent bal- 
derdash of the century.” We shall proceed 
to see how this is. 

' Perfidious Albion not only refuses to 
settle the Alabama claims as we would 
have. them seitled—that is, to pay us prin- 
cipal and interest as we ourselves have 
figured up the same, and make no figures 
of her own—but the proud old shop- 
keeper apd parvenu has the insolence to 
say that we shall no longer fish for cod in 
the Bay of Fundy. Now, the people o, 
Massachusetts, aristocracy and all, are 
pre-eminently a codfish people. From the 
landing of the immortal Pilgrims on that 
everlasting Rock down to the present 
day, they have devoted themselves to cod- 
fishing and codfish. It comes as natural 
to a man up there to fish as it does toa 
Comanche to ride under a horse’s belly. 
In his very dreams he ts baiting his hook 
and in all of his waking hours he is striv- 
ing to catch something. Soconsuming is 
this genial passion that if he cannot get 
to sea be will spread his nets upon dry 
land and fish there. His tather wasa 
fisherman before him, and his grandiather; 
his mother, and his grandmotker, and all 
his collateral kindred, were people who 
went fishing every day; apd fished all day 
long. In his ancestral halls—over the 
mantel, and on the walls—hang, suspended 
by sea-grass cord, the heads of mighty 
cod. Throughout all the Commonwealth 
the odor of cod is in the air. Boston 
is the codfish <«mporium. All the 
great business-houres are codfish 
bouses. From cellar to roof they are 


crammed with the precious commodity in 
all of its interesting commercial varieties. 


| The spires of its churches and pubiic build- 
| ings are ornamented with codfish in brass 


and codfish in copper, codfish in tin and 
codfish in every kind of wood that grows.
